Proposed Hates, 


The proposed rates of Enter: 
trinment Duty are as follows: 

Where the amount of payment 
for admission, excluding — the 
amount of duty, does nat exceed 20 
cents, no duty will be imposed, 

When the amount oxeceds 20 
cents and does not excecd 50 cents, 
the, duty is to be 6 centa, 

Amounts in excess of 60 cents 
and not excecding $1 will be taxed 
10 cents. Up'to $2, the rate will be 
20 cents, up to.$%, the rate will be 
30 cents, $4, 40 cents, $5, 60 cents, 
Where tho amount ‘gxcecds $5, 50

Council's Power to Vary, 


The following are the important 
provisions of the Ordinance and the 
Regulations made thereunder:

It in alao worth noting that the 
reversion to a belt drive for the 
dynamo, which was really initlat- 
ed by the new Ford, is becoming 
univeran! on American cars and 
increasingly Popular on European 
denigna, Old ideas concerning 
the unrelinbility of such a -drive 
must be revised, as modern com- 
posite belting is remarkably dur- 
able and requires only occastonal 
ndjustment. The most. popular 
scheme [x to employ a single belt, 
driven from a crankshaft pulley 
and passing around pulleys on the 
dynamo spindle and fan spindle, 
The latter is usually employed, in 
naddition, to drive na water impeller, 
Relatively few 193) engines rely 
entirely upon thermo-siphonic 
-civewlntion for the water, 

Few changes ure noticenble fn 
the remainder of the chassis. As 
already noted, in certain new and 
costly models of the 40 hp. class 
the frame is upswept over both 
axles to eve a lower level amid- 
ships, but apart from these 
examples frames remain much as 
they were, with, perhaps, addition. 
ally strong cross-bracing. Semi- 
elliptic springs remain the 
standird type for both front and 
rear suspension and are new 
usually combined .with hydraulic 
shock) absorbers athough some 
makers adhere to the friction type 
at the front, using the hydraulic 
type at the rear only. 


Broadly speaking, American 
makers allow far more front-end 
flexibility than do their European 
competitors, This accounts for 
the fact that special anti-kick 
spring mounting, first seen some 
{wo yeara age, is now becoming 
almost universal on American 
cura, ag ft compensates for bix 
axle movements on rough ronds 
and prevents them from producing 
a snatch at the steering wheel. 


In many new chassis the rear 
springs are secured to brackets 
fitted outside the frame members 
instead of being placed beneath 
them. This scheme permits of a 
lower frame level, and at the same 
time widens the spring base; bath 
these fnetors increase stability on 
vorner 


For the final drive, spiral-bevel 
rears are more popular than ever 
and have been adopted in’ some 
instnneen to replace a wern-driven 
axtg. The gragluatly  extendings 
use of hypoid bevels is worth 
noticing, this being a special type 
in which the pinion is offaet with 
respect to the crown-wheel axis, 
so enabling the propeller shaft to 
be drapped.

HONOUR FOR DR. BANTING 


OF TORONTO. 


London, Nov, 14. 
The Council of the Royal Culleze 
of Surgeons of England has con- 
ferred the Honorary Fellowship of 
the College, for the first time in its 
history, upon Doctor Banting, of 

Toronto, the discoverer of insulin.
